With Two Ju dges 


Leg islatio n setting up a muni­ 
cipal co urt fo r all o f Marin 
co unty , was sent to the Assembly 
to day in Sacramento fo llo wing 
its passag e by the Senate, Asso ­ 
ciated Press repo rted. 


The upper ho use unanimo us­ 
ly approv ed th e bill, and no opposi­ 
tion is ex pected on th e Assembly 
side of th e Capitol. 


Co-au th ors of th e bill are Sens. 
Joh n F. McCarth y (R., San Rafael) 
and Jack Tenney (R., Los Angeles). 
Th e measu re, adopted on recom­ 
mendation of th e Marin cou nty su ­ 
perv isors, calls for a two-depart­ 
ment cou rt with Ju dges to be paid 
$10,000 y early . 


Action by th e legislatu re came at 
v irtu ally th e same time as th e su ­ 
perv isors in 
San 
Rafael tu rned 
down a requ est by opponents of th e 
reorganization plan to rev erse th eir 
action. 


Th eir program called for a mu ­ 
nicipal cou rt for San Rafael town­ 
sh ip, with oth er townsh ip cou rts to 
remain th e same as at present. As 
presented to th e board y esterday , 
th eir plan was for amendent to th e 
bill in th e Assembly .

A bill introdu ced earlier in th e 
lower h ou se of th e Legislatu re by 
Assembly man Rich ard H. McColIis- 
ter (R., Mill Valley ) will not be re­ 
ported to th e floor for action.

'SHOULD HAVE AIDED 
CHIANG GOVERNMENT' 


Wedemeyer Testifies That He 
Asked For Help, Turned Down 


WASHINGTON (IP)—Lt. Gen. Al­ 
bert C. Wedemey er said th e United 
States sh ou ld h av e h elped th e Ch i­ 
nese Nationalists figh t Commu nism 
th e same way th e Greeks were 
h elped—with aid and military ad­ 
v ice “righ t down to th e battalion 
lev el.” 
Th e former U.S. commander in 
Ch ina also told senators h e was con­ 
cerned, as th e war with Japan 
ended, abou t wh at Ru ssia migh t do 
in M anch u ria and asked for sev en 
American 
div isions 
to 
safegu ard 
th at area, bu t Gen. Dou glas Mac- 
Arth u r tu rned h im down. 
And h e declared h e believ es th e 
war in Korea migh t h av e been 
av erted if a United Nations tru stee­ 
sh ip ov er Manch u ria h ad been es­ 
tablish ed as h e proposed in 19 47. 


Wedemey er said one reason th e 
Ch inese Nationalists nev er got 
th e Greek-ty pe aid may h av e 
been th at an immense area and 
large forces were irfv olv ed. 
“It may h av e inv olv ed a tre­ 
mendou s nu mber of American of­ 
ficers and non-commissioned of­ 
ficers h ad we decided th at we 
sh ou ld send adv isers righ t down to 
th e battalion lev el, as we did in 
Greece,” h e said. 


Testify ing for th e second day at 
th e Senate inqu iry into MacAr- 
th u r’s dismissal, Wedemey er said h e 
wanted to employ th e American 
troops in M anch u ria “to preclu de 
u nilateral action on th e part of th e 
Sov iet in th a t area u ntil th e situ ­ 
ation stabilired.” 
He said anoth er pu rpose h e h ad in 
mind was to secu re th e arms of th e 
Japanese troops in Manch u ria for 
th e Ch inese Nationalist forces and 
so keep th em ou t of th e h ands of 
th e Commu nists. 
His requ est for th e sev en U.S. di­ 
v isions was referred to MacArth u r 
as th e Far East commander. Wede­ 
mey er said MacArth u r was u ncer­ 
tain abou t h ew th e Japanese wou ld 
react to th e occu pation of th eir 
h omeland and declined to make th e 
troops av ailable. 
Now commander of th e U.S. Six th 
Army , with h eadqu arters at San 
Francisco, Wedemey er h as applied 
for retirement. He is 55. 
In h is first day in th e witness 
ch air, h e sh arply criticized th e T ru ­ 
m an adm inistration’s Korean war 
policies and said h e wou ld fav or 
with drawing U.S. troops from Korea 
and breaking off diplomatic rela­ 
tions with Ru ssia and h er satellites. 


■Wh en th e general came back td- 
day before th e inqu iry panel—made 
u p of th e Senate Armed Serv ices 
and Foreign Relations Committee— 
Senator McMah on (D-Conn) tried 
to get information from h im abou t 
weafth y Ch inese wh o are repu ted to 
h av e large fortu nes cach ed in th is 
cou ntry and oth er western nations, 
Wedemey er said h e h ad h eard 
“ru mors” bu t gav e McMah on no 
names. 
Senator Knowland (R-Calif) th en 
dev eloped Wedemey er’» accou nt of 
h is efforts to safegu ard M anch u ria 
at th e %nd of World W ar Two. 
Knowland led into th e m atter by 
qu estioning Wedemey er abou t th e 
19 45 Yalta agreement u nder*wh ich 
Ru ssia receiv ed concessions in M an­ 
ch u ria as an indu cement to enter 
th e war against Japan. 
He h ad asked if Manch u ria were 
not “pretty mu ch th e key to Ch ina,” 
and Wedemey er h ad replied th at it 
often h as been referred to as “th e 
Ru h r of th e F ar East.” 
(Th e Ru h r is th e steel-coal area 
of Western Germany and h as been 
called 
th e 
h eart 
of 
indu strial 
Eu rope.) 
Wedemey er said th at h e v isu alized 
placing th e U.S. div isions "u p in 
th e north , placing a barrier th ere 
so th at I wou ld know wh at was 
going on and cou ld influ ence wh at 
was going on.” He added: 
“I wou ld h av e liked to h av e been 
able to take ov er th e arms and th e 
equ ipment of th e defeated Japa­ 
nese forces, instead of h av ing th ose 
arms and ecju ipment av ailable to 
th e Commu nists . . .” 
He said h e h ad been concerned 
abou t “th e intentions and th e 
capabilities” of Ru ssia in Man­ 
ch u ria and h ad wired th e joint 
ch iefs of staff immediately after 
th e war th a t h e dou bted wh eth er 
Ch iang 
Kai-Sh ek’s 
gov ernment 
wou ld be able to restore order 
sou th 'of th e great wall and at th e 
same tim e “recov er and reh abili­ 
tate Manch u ria.” 
In telling of h is requ est for sev en 
American div isions to be employ ed 
in 
Manch u ria, 
Wedemey er 
said 
th ere was no way of knowing at th e 
time th at th e Japanese people wou ld 
be “docile and cooperativ e” u nder 
th e occu pation of th eir h omeland. 
“He (MacArth u r) requ ired th ose 
div isions in h is occu pation of Japan; 
and h e refu sed to make th em av ail­ 
able to me; and th ere were no oth er 
div isions Aade av ailable,” Wede­ 
mey er said.

Th e cou nty pu t u p th e $13,500 
originally asked by th e state, bu t 
will h av e to defer action on a $13,- 


500 addition recently made by th e 
state. 
Mrs. Liv ermore h ad asked th e 
board not to let th e beach es “slip 
th rou gh ou r fingers” for th e lack 
of th e additional money , and said 
th e conserv ation leagu e wou ld try 
to raise th e fu nds if necessary . 
Bagsh aw ex plained th a t th e su ­ 
perv isors au th orized th e state div i­ 
sion of beach es and parks to pro­ 
ceed with aqu isition of property on 
Tomales bay and sou th of Stinson 
beach . 
Apparently , th e ch airman said, 
th e state took no action u ntil ju st 
recently wh en it asked Marin for 


additional money and annou nced 
th at plans wou ld h av e to be cu rtail­ 
ed du e to increase in land prices.

WASHINGTON OP)—Lt. Gen. Al­ 
bert C. Wedemeyer said the United 
States should have helped the Chi­ 
nese Nationalists fight Communism 
the same way the Greeks were 
helped—with aid and military ad­ 
vice “right down to the battalion 
level.” 
The former U.S. commander in 
China also told senators he was con­ 
cerned, as the war with Japan 
ended, about what Russia might do 
in Manchuria and asked for seven 
American divisions to safeguard 
that area, but Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur turned him down. 
And he declared he believes the 
war in Korea might have been 
averted if a United Nations trustee­ 
ship over Manchuria had been es­ 
tablished as he proposed in 1947. 
Wedemeyer said one reason the 
Chinese Nationalists never got 
the Greek-type aid may have 
been that an immense area and 
large forces were irfvolved. 
“It may have involved a tre­ 
mendous number of American of­ 
ficers and non'- commissioned of­ 
ficers had we decided tha¿ we 
should send advisers right down to 
the battalion level, as we did in 
Greece,” he said. 
Testifying for the second day at 
the Senate inquiry into MacAr- 
thur’s dismissal, Wedemeyer said he 
wanted to employ the American 
troops in Manchuria "to preclude 
unilateral action on the part of the 
Soviet in that area until the situ­ 
ation stabilized." 
He said another purpose he had in 
mind was to secure the arms of the 
Japanese troops in Manchuria for 
the Chinese Nationalist forces and 
so keep them out of the hands of 
the Communists. 
His request for the seven U.S. di­ 
visions was referred to MacArthur 
as the Far East commander. Wede­ 
meyer said MacArthur was uncer­ 
tain about how the Japanese would 
react to the occupation of their 
homeland and declined to make the 
troops available. 
Now commander of the U.S. Sixth 
Army, with headquarters at San 
Francisco, Wedemeyer has applied 
for retirement. He is 55. 
In his first day in the witness 
chair, he sharply criticized the Tru­ 
man administration’s Korean war 
policies and said he would favor 
withdrawing UJ5. troops from Korea 
and breaking off diplomatic rela­ 
tions with Russia and her satellites. 


. When the general came back to­ 
day before the inquiry panel—made 
up of the Senate Armed Services 
and Foreign Relations Committee— 
Senator McMahon (D-Conn) tried 
to get information from him about 
wealthy Chinese who are reputed to 
have large fortunes etched in this 
country and other western nations 
Wedemeyer said he had heard 
"rumors" but gave McMahon no 
names. 
Senator Knowland (R-Calif) then 
developed Wedemeyer’s account of 
his efforts to safeguard Manchuria 
at the %nd of World War Two. 
Knowland led into the matter by 
questioning Wedemeyer about the 
1945 Yalta agreement under*which 
Russia received concessions In Man 
churla as an inducement to enter 
the war against Japan. 
He had asked if Manchuria were 
not "pretty much the key to China 
and Wedemeyer had replied that it 
often has been referred to as "the 
Ruhr of the Far East.** 
(The Ruhr is the steel-coal area 
of Western Germany and has been 
called the heart of industrial 
Europe.) 
Wedemeyer said that he visualized 
placing the U.S. divisions "up in 
the north, placing a barrier there 
so that I would know what was 
going on and could influence what 
was going on." He added: 
“I would have liked to have been 
able to take over the arms and the 
equipment of the defeáted Japa­ 
nese forces, instead of having those 
arms and equipment available to 
the Communists . , .” 
He said he had been concerned 
about "the intentions and the 
capabilities” of Russia in Man- 
churia and had wired the joint 
chiefs of staff Immediately after 
the war that he doubted whether 
Chiang Kai-Shek’s government 
would be able to restore order 
south'of the great wall and at the 
same Aime "recover and rehabili­ 
tate Manchuria.” 
In telling of his request for seven 
American divisions to be employed 
in Manchuria, Wedemeyer said 
there was no way of knowing at the 
time that the Japanese people would 
be "docile and cooperative" under 
the occupation of their homeland. 
"He (MacArthur) required those 
divisions in his occupation of Japan; 
and he refused to make them avail­ 
able to me; and there were no other 
divisions Aade available," Wede­ 
meyer said.

meet to discu ss. 
Now it was the Sov iet gov ern­ 
ment that asked for this meeting. 
That was long ago—on Nov ember 
3 of last y ear. The Sov iet note 
asking for a Foreign Ministers 
meeting was a reaction to what 
had happened at the New York 
meeting of Messrs. Bev in, Schu - 
man and Acheson In September, 
when the United States took the 
position that the rearmament of 
Western Germany was u rgent and 
shou ld be u ndertaken immediately . 
Until then there had been no in­ 
dication that the U.S.S.R. wanted 
another Foreign Ministers meet­ 
ing. The su bject which the U.S.S.R. 
wanted to discu ss was German re­ 
armament. That was the “agefida” 
they were interested in. 
• • '• 
THEN A STRANGE thing hap­ 
pened. While the fou r gov ernments, 
were ex changing notes a bou t 
whether and how to go abou t hav ­ 
ing a meeting, the original, and 
for the Ru ssians the only inter­ 
esting, su bject on the agenda 
ceased to be u rgent and real. It 
transpired that Mr. Acheson had 
been misinformed abou t Germany 
in September! German rearma­ 
ment was not in sight becau se the 
West Germans were not willing to 
rearm. On Feb. 1 Gen. Eisenhower 
hav ing retu rned from his v isit to 
Eu rope, in effect postponed, be­ 
cau se It Is not now feasible, the 
rearmament of Western Germany . 
So the qu estion which the Ru s­ 
sians had wanted to hav e a con­ 
ference abou t had ceased to be in­ 
teresting before the Foreign Min­ 
isters had gotten throu gh the in­ 
trodu ctory mov es which are pre­ 
liminary to a meeting of the For­ 
eign Ministers. That, I believ e, is 
why the Paris meeting has been so 
weirdly u nreal. It has been like a 
family reu nion, called to' discu ss 


TRUE ENOUGH 
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Jane’s engagement to Jim thou gh 
Jim has'since ru n off with Anna- 
belle. It wou ld not be easy to draw 
u p a good agenda for that family 
reu nion. 
There Is In fact nothing su bstan­ 
tial at this moment in the issu e of 
German rearmament — which Is 
what all the coming and going 
was abou t. And nobody has been 
ready to take u p seriou sly any 
other su bstantial issu e. 
• • • 
Bu t nobody cou ld admit that 
this is what had happened. We 
cannot admit it—I mean officially 
—becau se we mu st reserv e the 
right in principle to promote the 
rearmament of Western Germany 
if no all-German settlement is 
achiev ed. The Ru ssians cannot ad­ 
mit officially that they are satis­ 
fied as long as we do not ex ercise 
this theoretical right. Bu t neither 
they nor we are for the time being 
v ery mu ch heated u p abou t the 
theoretical right. Therefore no one 
has been in a hu rry to get any ­ 
where in Paris. 


THE GAME HAS been to go on 
getting nowhere in su ch a way as 
to score points with the Eu ropean 
au dience. The proof that it is a 
game which can get nowhere, that 
nev er at any time has it been a 
seriou s diplomatic negotiation, is 
in the fact that both sides chose 
to makex armaments the main 
topic. It is, I think, a ru le to which 
there are no ex ceptions that when 
gov ernments talk abou t “arma­ 
ments” rather than abou t cou n­ 
tries and their bou ndaries, and 
who gov ern them, and their inter­ 
national statu s and connections, 
they are not seriou s. There can be 
no su ch thing as an agreement to 
limit or to redu ce armaments u n­ 
less it is fou nded u pon an agree­ 
ment which limits or redu ces the 
real conflicts among the nations. 
In this discu ssion with the Ru s­ 
sians, the su bstantiv e issu e of Ger­ 
man rearmament had disappeared 
before the meetings began. At the 
Palais Rose both sides, each for 
its own reasons, took a position 
which signified that nothing im­ 
portant abou t Germany —that is to 
say how to make peace with Ger­ 
many —was to be pu shed seriou sly . 
The Ru ssians piped down on their 
big taik abou t u nification and 
ev acu ation. They piped down be­ 
cau se they are afraid that a u ni­ 
fied Germany wou ld be anti-Com- 
mu nist—as most assu redly it wou ld 
be. We nev er v entu red bey ond 
some perfu nctory remarks abou t 
German u nity becau se we are 
afraid of a u nified Germany — 
thou gh anti-Commu nist — might 
again make a deal with the Sov iet 
Union. 
So both sides In fact agreed, or 
perhaps one shou ld say arriv ed in­ 
dependently at the same v iew, that 
it wou ld be safest and most ex ­ 
pedient to go on disagreeing abou t 
“armaments.” For this is a su b­ 
ject which, nex t to the weather, 
is the one that the Foreign Min­ 
isters can most certainly do least 
abou t. Here, I think, we were not 
clev er. For while the su bject of 
armaments is the one that the 
Foreign Ministers can do least 
abou t, it is the su bject abou t which 
the people of Eu rope feel most 
strongly . Since we are committed 
—rightly and necessarily —to the 
dev elopment of military power 
here and in Western Eu rope, it 
was a mistake to agree in any re­ 
spect to discu ss armaments before 
we had come to grips with the real 
issu es su eh as the German parti­ 
tion, the Korean war, the Au s­ 
trian peace treaty , and the like. 
For once we had participated, 
howev er indirectly and at arm’s 
length, in making an agenda which 
implies that armaments as su ch 
might and ou ght to be redu ced, 
we laid ou rselv es open to the mov e 
which the Sov iet gov ernment has 
ju st made—namely a requ est that 
we discu ss the Atlantic Treaty and 
ou r bases abroad. 
• • • 
Any one cou ld hav e seen that 
coming the day we took the posi­ 
tion that we did not wish to dis­ 
cu ss a German settlement ex cept 
as part of, and v ery mu ch inci­ 
dentally to an omnibu s conv ersa­ 
tion on “the cau ses of the present 
international tensions in Eu rope.” 


IT IS AWKWARD now to refu se 
to pu t the Atlantic Treaty and the 
bases on the agenda once we seem 
to hav e admitted that we think 
armaments as su ch are a proper 
su bject for diplomatic discu ssion. 
The awkwardness arises from the 
fact that the su bject of armaments 
mu st embarrass cou ntries which 
for good reasons are compelled to 
rearm. 
Had we play ed the game differ­ 
ently , with the intention of at 
least try ing to make it a seriou s 
negotiation and not a game—we 
shou ld hav e been pu tting forward 
su bstantiv e and concrete proposals 
—dealing with Au stria and Ger­ 
many —which the Sov iet gov ern­ 
ment wou ld then hav e fou nd it 
embarrassing to accept and u n­ 
popu lar to reject.

Another Alto Death Spurs 
Demand For Road Work

For the past several years, three major inter­ 
sections of Highway 101 in Marin county— 
Alto, Corte Madera, Greenbrae—have been 
trouble spots. They have been the scenes of 
daily congestion and, all too frequently, of 
death and injury to motorists and pedestrians. 
Alfb claimed another life just last week. It 
was the fourth death there during the past 
six months. Each of these fatalities was need­ 
less. • Something must be done! 
It took many years for the state to take 
even the limited steps it has to protect life and 
limb at these intersections. All three have 
signals and channelization of traffic. These 
permit an orderly flow of automobiles, but 
this is not enough. Cars stopped for signals are 
backed up often a half mile or more, 
a ituation particularly dangerous at Green­ 
brae. And other automobiles bearing down 
the Greenbrae and Alto hills zoom through the 
intersections at breakneck speeds when the 
light flashes green—often too fast to stop if the 
signal changes or someone cuts into the line 
of traffic. 
The way to solve the problem, to be sure, is 
for construction of a complete superhighway 
with grade separation structures. Only these 
can effectively and permanently end the grisly 
roll call of death and injury on Highway 101. 


It is, of course, proper that the substandard 
three-lane deaths trip north of San Rafael 
should be widened to four lanes before further 
work is done on already-widened sections in 
the county. The decision that work on this 
section should be of a permanent, rather than 
temporary and piecemeal, nature was the de­ 
cision—a proper decision—by the state. It 


reduce the county’s highway death toll sub­ 
stantially. 
• • • 
But the construction of this section doesn’t 
eliminate the dangerous portions south of San 
Rafael. 
There is no question that grade separations, 
and an improved Waldo approach road to the 
Golden Gate bridge, are urgently and vitally 
needed. They should be built without further 
unnecessary delay. And they should be paid 
for J>y the state out of gas tax funds—in the 
same manner as the new freeway in the East 
Bay and the even newer and more expensive 
one on the Peninsula.’ 
The state has accepted these projects. It 
has not asked that the people of Alameda or 
San Mateo counties subsidize the construction 
with bridge tolls, such as we are asked to do. 
It will take time to get state approval of 
these projects. In the meantime, protection is 
needed for motorists. It has been our observa­ 
tion that most fatal or serious injury accidents 
on Highway 101 are caused by lawbreakers- 
those who operate their vehicles at excessive 
speed. 
If the state cannot afford—as it claims—to 
build these grade separations and the freeway 
now, then surely it must agree to provide Cap­ 
tain Emory Dawson of the highway patrol in 
Marin county with the additional personnel 
needed to crack down on these breakneck 
speeders. 
The knowledge that the state laws are to be 
enforced, that arrests are to be made, and 
these arrests bring stiff fines in court should be 
enough to deter these speed-crazy individuals. 
Marin should demand that the state laws be 
enforced. Otherwise death will continue to 
ride the county’s highways unabated.

Russ Will Mutter 
In Paris, Rather 
Than Shout Here

The Soviet reply seems to say 
that for the rest of this summer 
they would prefer to go on mutter­ 
ing little words in Paris to shout­ 
ing big words in Washington, The 
terms on which Mr. VIshinsky is 
willing to come to Washington in 
order to shout at Mr. Acheson are 
impossible. They were meant to be 
impossible. Mr. Vishinsky knew 
when he proposed them that Mr. 
Acheson would be unlikely to ac­ 
cept the terms in order to buy the 
privilege of shouting back—with 
about eighty-seven out of the 
ninety-six Senators breathing 
down his neck and biting his ear. 
THEREFORE THE choice seems 
to be whether to go on with the 
Parisian word game, or to break it 
off and come home. My own view 
is that if we break off now, we 
shall have lost the game on points, 
and that we should stay in the 
game and try to play it better.

"before and after” ads in Los Angeles County that 
has brought new gleams to the eyes of economy- 
conscious advocates in counties all over the state— 
six live pigs. 
The porkers, reportedly ranging in size "from a 
wee 50-pounder to a huge animal long overdue at 
the bacon factory,” were divided into two groups, 
according to size. The three little pigs represented 
local, state, and federal taxes in 1940. On a per

Now it was the Soviet govern­ 
ment that asked for this meeting. 
That was long ago—on November 
8 of last year. The Soviet note 
asking for a Foreign Ministers 
meeting was a reaction to what 
had happened at the New York 
meeting of Messrs. Bevin, Schu- 
man and Acheson in September, 
when the United States took the 
position that the rearmament of 
Western Germany was urgent and 
should be undertaken immediately. 
Until then there had been no in­ 
dication that the U.S.S.R. wanted 
another Foreign Ministers meet­ 
ing. The subject which the U.S.SR. 
wanted to discuss was German re­ 
armament. That was the "agefida” 
they were interested in. 
• * * 
THEN A STRANGE thing hap­ 
pened. While the four governments, 
were exchanging notes about 
whether and how to go about hav­ 
ing a meeting, the original, and 
for the Russians the only inter­ 
esting, subject on the agenda 
ceased to be urgent and real. It 
transpired that Mr. Acheson had 
been misinformed about Germany 
in September. German rearma­ 
ment was not in sight because the 
West Germans were not willing to 
rearm. On Feb. 1 Gen. Eisenhower 
having returned from his visit to 
Europe, in effect postponed, be­ 
cause It is not now feasible, the 
rearmament of Western Germany. 
So the question which the Rus­ 
sians had wanted to have a con­ 
ference about had ceased to be in­ 
teresting before the Foreign Min­ 
isters had gotten through the in­ 
troductory moves which are pre­ 
liminary to a meeting of the For­ 
eign Ministers. That, I believe, is 
why the Paris meeting has been so 
weirdly unreal. It has been like a 
family reunion, called to discuss 


Jane’s engagement to Jim though 
Jim has since run off with Anna- 
belle. It would not be easy to draw 
up a good agenda for that family 
reunion. 
There is in fact nothing substan­ 
tial at this moment in the issue of 
German rearmament — which is 
what all the coming and going 
was about. And nobody has been 
ready to take up seriously any 
other substantial issue. 
* • • 
But nobody could admit that 
this is what had happened. We 
cannot admit it—I mean officially 
—because we must reserve the 
right in principle to promote the 
rearmament of Western Germany 
if no all-German settlement is 
achieved. The Russians cannot ad­ 
mit officially that they are satis­ 
fied as long as we do not exercise 
this theoretical right. But neither 
they nor we are for the time being 
very much heated up about the 
theoretical right. Therefore no one 
has been in a hurry to get any­ 
where in Paris.

THE GAME HAS been to go on 
getting nowhere in such a way as 
to score points with the European 
audience. The proof that it is a 
game which can get nowhere, that 
never at any time has it been a 
serious diplomatic negotiation, is 
in the fact that both sides chose 
to make% armaments the main 
topic. It is, I think, a rule to which 
there are no exceptions that when 
governments talk about "arma­ 
ments” rather than about coun­ 
tries and their boundaries, and 
who govern them, and their inter­ 
national status and connections, 
they are not serious. There can be 
no such thing as an agreement to 
limit or to reduce armaments un­ 
less it is founded upon an agree­ 
ment which limits or reduces the 
real conflicts among the nations. 
In this discussion with the Rus­ 
sians, the substantive issue of Ger­ 
man rearmament had disappeared 
before the meetings began. At the 
Palais Rose both sides, each for 
its own reasons, took a position 
which signified that nothing Im­ 
portant about Germany—that is to 
say how to make peace with Ger­ 
many—was to be pushed seriously. 
The Russians piped down on their 
big talk about unification and 
evacuation. They piped down be­ 
cause they are afraid that a uni­ 
fied Germany would be anti-Com- 
munist—as most assuredly it would 
be. We never ventured beyond 
some perfunctory remarks about 
German unity because we are 
afraid of a unified Germany — 
though anti-Communist — might 
again make a deal with the Soviet 
Union. 
So both sides in fact agreed, or 
perhaps one should say arrived in­ 
dependently at the same view, that 
it would be safest and most ex­ 
pedient to go on disagreeing about 
"armaments,” For this is a sub­ 
ject which, next to the weather, 
is the one that the Foreign Min­ 
isters can most certainly do least 
about. Here, I think, we were not 
clever. For while the subject of 
armaments is the one that the 
Foreign Ministers can do least 
about, it is the subject about which 
the people of Europe feel most 
strongly. Since we are committed 
—rightly and necessarily—to the 
development of military power 
here and in Western Europe, it , 
was a mistake to agree in any re­ 
spect to discuss armaments before 
we had come te grips with the real 
issues such as the German parti­ 
tion, the Korean war, the Aus­ 
trian peace treaty, and the like. , 
For once we had participated, 
however indirectly and at arm’s 
length, in making an agenda which 
Implies that armaments as such 
might and ought to be reduced, 
we laid ourselves open to the move 
which the Soviet government has 
just made—namely a request that 
we discuss the Atlantic Treaty and 
our bases abroad.

popular to reject.

Could Be Open For Fishing

A recent report of the California 
Wildlife Conserv ation Board rev eals 
that hundreds of miles of closed 
beaches along the California coast­ 
line could be opened with the pur­ 
chase of only about 450 acres of land 
at a cost of $300,000 to $400,000. 
This astonishing and stimulating 
possibility comes 
about 
from the 
fact that the State is owner of all 
beach land below high tide lev el and 
to make this v ast beach domain 
av ailable, it is only necessary to ac­ 
quire rights of way to it across ad­ 
jacent priv ate land, 
Seth Gordon, board consultant, 
who has made a study of the ques­ 
tion, says 133 new beach areas can 
be made av ailable to the public with 
the purchase of these *450 acres of 
land for access purposes. 
These 
new areas would be in addition to 
those now open to the public. They 
range all the way from San Diego 
to Del Norte county and, in fact, 
would be located * in 
ev ery coast 
cQunty except 
Ventura 
and San 
Francisco. 
This situation seems to be such a 
bargain that it is hard to conceiv e 
ainy reason why the triv ial price of 
the access acres should not be paid. 
Our beaches are a natural recrea­ 
tional area not only for the people 
who liv e along the coast, for Cali­ 
fornians who liv e inland, but for all 
the residents of America’s inland 
states, too. 
If hundreds of miles of Califor­ 
nia beaches can be made av ailable 


to the people forev er for the expen­ 
diture of $300,000 to $400,000, what 
better use for such a cum of money 
could possibly be found? 
The Marin Rod and Gun club has 
been working with the Wildlife Con­ 
serv ation Board in this project.

Could Be Open For Fishing 


Fishermen Win Top 
Prizes In Drive 
Well, the fishermen won top 
honors in the big membership drive 
of the Marin Rod and Gun club by 
securing 44 new members. 
Ray 
SoldavinI was the captain. 
The skeeters, captained by Henry 
Hulett were close contenders with a 
score of 42 new members. 
Monty Marietta’s hunters signed 
up 33 new members, but with the 
hunting season in the near future 
and plenty of activity planned, the 
hunters should show up with plenty 
of new members. 
The club will be host to the mem­ 
bers securing the new members dur­ 
ing the drive which closed on June 
1st. 


A recent report of the California 
Wildlife Conservation Board reveals 
that hundreds of miles of closed 
beaches along the California coast­ 
line could be opened with the pur­ 
chase of only about 450 acres of land 
at a cost of $300,000 to $400,000. 
This astonishing and stimulating 
possibility comes about from the 
fact that the State is owner of al 
beach land below high tide level and 
to make this vast beach domain 
available, it is only necessary to ac­ 
quire rights of way to it across ad­ 
jacent private land. 
Seth Gordon, board consultant 
who has made a study of the ques­ 
tion, says 133 new beach areas can 
be made available to the public with 
the purchase of these «450 acres of 
land for access purposes. These 
new areas would be in addition to 
those now open to the public. They 
range all the way from San Diego 
to Del Norte county and, in fact 
would be located in every coast 
cqunty except Ventura and San 
Francisco. 
This situation seems to be such a 
bargain that It Is hard to conceive 
ainy reason why the trivial price of 
the access acres should not be paid. 
Our beaches are a natural recrea­ 
tional area not only for the people 
who live along the coast, for Cali­ 
fornians who live Inland, but for all 
the residents of America’s inland 
states, too. 
If hundreds of miles of Califor­ 
nia beaches can be made available 


to the people forever for the expen­ 
diture of $300,000 to $400,000, what 
better use for such a turn of money 
could possibly be found? 
The Marin Rod and Gun club has 
been working with the Wildlife Con­ 
servation Board in this project.

S a c r a m e n to m — The Chris­ 
tian Science Church has stopped a

retard tooth decay. 
'The bill, Éy Assemblyman Robert 
CL Kirkwood (R-Saratoga), was de­ 
feated by the Assembly yesterday, 
27 to 34, with 41 votes required for 
passage. There may be another vote, 
however, Kirkwood said. 
The Scientists argue that fluorine 
1$ a medicine—and therefore against 
their religious beliefs. 
To add fluorine to water, said As­ 
semblyman John L. E. Collier (R- 
Los Angeles) would be “making 
guinea pigs of our entire populace.** 
Be asked if anyone knows the ef­ 
fect of fluorine, for example, on the 
eyes and the kidneys. - 
Kirkwood argued that Christian 


Scientists would not be forced to 
drink water with fluorine in it. He 
said they could buy .bottled water. 
Assemblyman Marvin Sherwln 
(R-Piedmont) asked for passage of 
the bill despite the church stand 
so that California can “keep up, as 
best we can, with medical progress.** 
The Christian Scientists do not 
object to chlorine to purify water, 
noted 
Assemblyman 
Donald 
L. 
Grunsky (R-Watsonville). Without 
chlorine, ¿aid Grunsky, “they would 
die like flies like the rest of us.’* 
And he argued chlorine is a medi­ 
cine and fluorine is really a nu­ 
tritional element. 
Assemblymen Howard Q. Parker 
(D-Stockton), Herbert R. Klock- 
siem (R-Long Beach) and G. Del­ 
bert Morris (R-Los Angeles) also 
spoke strongly against fluorine. 


I t provides th a t the disabled in­ 
dividual, when hospitalized, is en» 
titled to hospital benefits even 
though he receives his regular wage, 
but that he is not entitled to hos­ 
pital benefits if compensated for 
them under the workmen’s compen­ 
sation of employers* liability law.

, Another Geddes bill signed by the 
governor subjects the State Com­ 
pensation Insurance Fund ft rid all 
of its property to local property tax­ 
ation and to state taxation Imposed 
on other insurance companies.

YOUR HE ALTH 
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Radioactive 
Dye Injected 
For Testing 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
The exact location of a brain 
tumor has always been a d ifficult 
problem for the surgeon. All signs 
may ind icate that such a tumor 
exists, without by any means be­ 
traying its precise location. Thus, 
the surgeon must often operate 
more or less in the d ark and , for 
this reason, many skulls have been 
opened only to find that the tumor 
was not in the expected spot. 
Recently, however, the business of 
locating brain tumors has been 
greatly simplified and mad e many 
times more accurate through the 
use of what are known as rad io­ 
active isotopes. 
CERTAIN DYES 
It has long been known that cer­ 
tain d yes, when injected into the 
bod y, will rapid ly concentrate in 
tumor tissue if any happens to be 
present. If these d yes are mad e ra­ 
d ioactive before being injected , they 
will give off rad ioactive signals 
which can be picked up by a Geiger 
counter when they are absorbed by 
tumor tissue, thus betraying to the 
surgeon the location of the tumor 
in ad vance of operation. 
In a recent series of 95 cases of 
brain tumor, the rad ioactive d ye 
served as an accurate ind ication of 
the location of the tumor in 91 per 
cent of the cases. Before this time, 
figures were no better than 50 per 
cent. A d ye known as fluorescein Is 
being used for this purpose. This d ye 
is combined with rad ioactive iod ine 
and given intravenously in a small 
amount. Twenty minutes after the 
d ye is injected and after the skull Is 
open on the operating table, the 
Geiger counter is placed on various 
areas of the brain and localization 
of the tumor is attempted . By this 
method , tumors are not only local­ 
ized but an id ea Is given to the sur­ 
geon of the type of tumor that is 
present, for certain cancerous tu­ 
mors tend to concentrate the d ye 
better. 
LOCALIZING TUMORS 
The rad ioactive d ye method has 
proven less helpful in localizing 
tumors of the spinal cord because of 
the fact that the lungs, liver, kid ­ 
ney, and spleen also concentrate the 
d ye so that rad iation from these or­ 
gans masks any increase given by a 
spinal cord tumor. 
At present, the d ye has not been 
released for general use, but it is 
expected that it will be In the near 
future. This new method of ap­ 
proach to brain tumors will help to 
save the lives of many ind ivid uals
